Berger Board OKs 
Payment Of Bills 
For Ancillary Wing

The B erger H ospital B oard of 
Governors met Tuesday night and 
approved payment of $80,647.25 for 
building costs and equipment for the 
new ancillary wing which is nearly 
completed. 
H ospital ad m in istrato r C harles 
Rideout presented the following bills 
from the contractors: States Electric, 
$8,800; Steward Construction, $64,492; 
Sauer Inc., $1,598; Croson Plumbing 
and H eating, $2,550. The larg e st 
equipment bill was from Brown Office 
Equipment for $1,722.55. 
Rideout noted that most of the 
equipment for the new wing should be 
in by Dec. I and that the facilities 
would begin to be moved by the week 
of Dec. 15. Prior to final approval of 
the building, the adm inistrator and the 
architect will inspect the new wing and 
prepare a “punch list” of items still 
needing attention. Rideout said this 
should be completed by Dec. 15. 
Also with regards to the new wing, 
the board voted to have American 
Appraisal visit Berger Hospital to 
prepare a reappraisal and realign­ 
ment of square footage. Rideout ad­ 
vised the board that this group had 
appraised the hospital several years 
ago but recommended it be done again 
since the old building has increased in 
cost and even the new wing has in­ 
creased in worth since it was bid two 
years ago. 
The cost of the work will be $5,250

with a net cost to the board of ap­ 
proximately $2,100 after Medicare 
pays its share of the costs. 
Finance Committee chairm an Harry 
Clifton presented a report of the 
financial situation of the hospital for 
the month of October. Clifton’s report 
showed the hospital to be 481 patient 
days behind last year’s figures but the 
board m em bers calculated that due to 
the increase in births, 430 of those days 
could be accounted for. 
Operations were up for the month 
and nearly double the figure for 
October, 1974. During the month, the 
adult occupancy of the hospital ran at 
70 per cent. There were 27 babies born 
and 1,090 visits to the emergency 
room. 
Fifteen shares of Sperry-Rand stock 
were acknowledged at the meeting as 
a gift from Mrs. Ted I^ewis. The board 
voiced its appreciation and noted that 
Mrs. Lewis had given the hospital 
some Eastm an Kodak stock earlier. 
It was also mentioned to the board 
by the adm inistrator that the Joint 
Commission on Hospital Accreditation 
had contacted him stating the hospital 
will be surveyed again next year. The 
present accreditation is effective until 
then.

I OS ANGE! JCS (AP) - Fierce 
winds swirled flames across more than 
68,500 acres of brushland in two 
separate fires near Ix>s Angeles early 
today, threatening at least IOO homes 
and forcing evacuation of more than 
600 persons. 
The Mt. Baldy fire 35 miles east of 
downtown I ais Angeles spread over 
about 10,000 acres in a few hours late 
Tuesday as 50-mile-an-hour winds off 
the deserts raked the slopes. Two 
ranger stations and four penal camps 
were abandoned as the blaze grew to 
23,000 acres, making it the second 
biggest brush fire in the nation this 
year. 
Meanwhile, the biggest, a fire twice 
that size, flared up again in spots in the 
Big Tujunga Canyon on the northeast 
edge of liOs Angeles and forced resi­ 
dents to flee several homes. Fire has 
already destroyed at least 20 homes 
and damaged 30 others there.

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — A letterwriting 
campaign has been added to the ar­ 
senal of fundam entalist C hristian 
church members protesting a legal at­ 
tem pt to force abandonment of their 
church schools. 
The Rev. Jam es Moody of Morn- 
ingstary Baptist Church in Canal 
wincnester said targets ot the letter- 
writing campaign should be local state 
legislators, Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes and 
the state board of education. 
The Rev. Mr. Moody’s suggestion 
was made Monday night before 400 
persons attending a rally at the Lima 
Christian Academy, affiliated with the 
Calvary Bible Church. 
The gathering was one of a series 
called for by Christian Schools of Ohio 
to culminate in a statewide rally at the 
capitol Dec. 8. 
The 
rallies 
w ere 
sp ark ed 
by 
Franklin County Prosecutor George C. 
Smith’s attem pt to have a court 
declare five church school students 
“neglected.” Such a finding would 
have given the court the right to take 
custody. 
The state contends the unaccredited 
schools do not meet minimum Ohio 
educational standards, but David C. 
Gibbs, attorney for Christian Schools 
of Ohio, maintains “ minimum stan­ 
dards are a complete m isnom er.” 
The state school board sets at least 
600 standards but they are so complex 
there is no school in the state that 
m eets all the standards all the time, 
Gibbs told the gathering.

said 
m inim um s 
include 
stipulation that a school must enroll at 
least 15 students in first grade but 
added that no one at state school board 
headquarters could tell him why. 
The prosecutor’s suit ultimately was 
dropped, but Gibbs said the state has 
no right to “sue over standards that 
don’t m ake sense.”

Health Board Sees Need For Testing

Results 
of two 
medical 
testing 
program s conducted last month by the 
Pickaway County Health Department 
nursing staff were 
“shocking" to 
Board of H ealth m em bers, who 
planned additional clinic and on-site 
testing services during the Tuesday 
meeting. 
The testing 
involved more-than- 
fundamental probes of the vision of 
school-age children and m ass testing 
for tuberculosis of employes at two 
local industries. 
New and easy-to-use testing aids 
were employed by the nurses at the 
Scioto Elementary School as they 
began second-round school visits with 
school-wide vision screening tests. 
Of the 457 students tested in the four- 
day screening, 75 were deemed to be in 
need of additional vision screening by 
professionals. 
Board m em bers, who felt the per­ 


centage was “very high," noted that 
the 
suspected 
vision 
impairments 
were uncovered by the new equipment. 
It can be used to test for perception, 
color blindness, muscle imbalance, 
near sightedness, and far sightedness. 
Before, much simpler tests were used 
for vision screening. 
As a result, nurses are in the process 
of making complete vision referrals 
and 
follow-ups. 
Similar tests 
are 
planned in other county schools, they 
told the board. 
The nurses also completed mass 
screening for tuberculosis at two local 
industries. 
Of the 110 employes tested at the two 
sites, 14 were found to be positive 
reactors to the test serum. 
They were all scheduled for chest x- 
rays at the Wednesday morning chest 
clinic sponsored by the Board of 
Health to determine if the TB was 
active. 
Positive reaction to the serum does 


not necessarily indicate active TH, 
they said, only that the person may 
have come in contact with the disease. 
The two industries extended out­ 
standing cooperation, they said 
The results of the testing, which was 
designed as a trial program, indicates 
the need for further testing of in­ 
dustries and other large groups of 
people, board members felt. 
Therefore, the Board is looking to 
add to its list of industries willing to 
cooperate. The board will respond to 
inquiries concerning the program, if 
contacted. 
In cooperation 
with the Ohio 
D epartm ent of H ealth, Pickaw ay 
County Senior Citizens, and the County 
Extension office, the local Board of 
Health is planning to conduct a county- 
wide clinic next year designed to 
identify diabetis. 
Sketchy plans announced at the 
Tuesday meeting indicate that blood 
samples, 
to tx lab tested), blood 


pressure, and height and weight will be 
tested in the clinic, which will bt* 
sim ilar in operation to the highly- 
successful Health Assessment Clinic 
conducted about a year ago. 
According to the tentative schedule, 
the roving diabetis lab would be 
stationed in Tarlton on Mar 23, in 
Williamsport Mar. 24, in Ashville Mar 
25 and 26, in Clarks l.akes on Mar. 30,

five hours completing work at the 
McDowell School, two days of five- 
hour sessions at the Darby School, and 
five hours at the Monroe School to 
complete the initial round.

The county’s solid waste landfill, 
located off Route 104, has “run out of 
room,” board members learned.

The Board of Health, according to 
adm inistrator I>eo Kahanek, is not 
empowered to locate a site. “We are 
required by law to license a landfill, 
collect 
fees, 
and 
inspect 
the 
operation,” he said. However, com­ 
missioners have not created a solid 
waste district in the area. 
The $1 fee established last year for 
the testing of private water samples 
was dropped unanimously by the 
Board because it proved uneconomical 
and time-consuming. 
Since the fee was first instituted, 
health personnel have made 86 water 
sample tests, forwarding the samples 
to the Ohio Department of Health I -ab. 
The fee was designed to cover postage. 
However, in some cases the samples 
were not delivered to the lab in the 
required 36 hours. Therefore, en­ 
v ironm entalist Bob K ram er will 
personally deliver the samples to the 
lab one day each week. 
The $10 fee for real estate water 
sampling will still be enforced, board 
members said, and there still is no fee 
for testing of semi-private supplies. 
Board m em bers wanted to discuss 
further implications of a proposed 
home health nursing program outlined 
by Angelo Vivino of the 17-county Mid- 
Ohio Planning Agency and Dr. Jack 
W arner, chairm an of the Pickaway 
County Health Planning Council. 
Board members, who noted that 
home health nursing was a good and 
needy program, voiced concern over 
the cost of the care. They requested a 
statistical breakdown of the cost per 
patient before making a final deter­ 
mination. 
Of significant importance, they said, 
was the percentage of recoverable 
costs from the service. 
Medicare and other agencies ap­ 
parently fund some of the treatment. 
Department health nurses currently 
are involved in home health nursing, to 
an extent, they noted. 
In other business, the board learned 
that:

NEW YORK I AP) — The energy for

curately, put their reputations on the 
line at this time of the year. 
On the surface, the explanation 
appears perfectly innocuous and 
hardly noteworthy, and it is by and 
large being accepted that way. Few 
critics seem concerned that the prem­ 
ise is itself a forecast. 


At last reading, consumer spending 
was hardly enthusiastic, and con­ 
sumer spending confidence was said to 
be declining. Personal income, which 
supports that confidence, was rising, 
but the rate of rise was slowing. 
Consumer prices, meanwhile, were 
rising — and that is hardly a condition 
that encourages people to go out and 
spend. The improvement in retail 
sales, said a Commerce Department 
spokesman, 
has 
"slowed 
sub­ 
stantially.” 


It still seems a bit early to feel 
relaxed and assured about the level of 
retail sales in 1976. They could very 
well improve, as the forecasters ex­ 
pect, but the energy doesn’t seem to be 
there right now . 
Housing seems to offer more hope.

All three — housing, consumer 
spending and business capital in­ 
vestment — are being counted on to 
push the economy ahead in 1976, but it 
looks now as if they themselves could 
use a push.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have been advised twice to have 
my hemorrhoids removed. Each time 
some friend suggests his own personal 
remedy, which I try without success. 
Is there any way I 
can avoid an 
operation? 
Mr. G. G. V., Del. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
You seem to be making an excellent 
effort to avoid surgery by peddling 
your problem to all your friends. And, 
of course, you are trying to enlist my 
aid in helping you to do the same thing. 
I do not personally know of a single 
person who actually enjoys the idea of 
an operation. Some psychiatrists and 
physicians recognize that occasionally 
a 
person 
who 
is 
severely 
ill 
emotionally will enjoy operative 
procedures. 
Now I would like to review with you 
what hemorrhoids are. By giving you a 
better understanding, perhaps you will 
not discard the advice of your doctor 
and you will not accept the kind, but 
worthless, advice of your friends. 
Hemorrhoids are simply enlarged 
veins 
in 
the 
rectal 
area. 
The 
enlargement of the veins might be 
compared to varicose veins which do 
not adequately drain blood away from 
this local area. 
There are both internal and external 
hemorrhoids, or piles. The simple, 
uncomplicated ones can be treated by 
local applications of salves and oint­ 
ments. Sometimes, with a change of 
bowel habits the frequency of attacks 


of inflammation and even infection 
may subside. 
When there is persistent pain, 
swelling, itching and clot formation in 
the veins, the chances are great that 
the surgical removal of hemorrhoids is 
the only reliable method of curing this 
unpleasant, though not dangerous, 
condition. 
There are some techniques by which 
smaller hemorrhoids can be injected 
with special drugs. In carefully chosen 
cases this can be successful. 
My suggestion is that you face your 
problem in a sensible way. Unless you 
do this, you may convert a simple 
problem into a complex one. 
it the decision tor surgery is the final 
one, you will spare yourself long, 
protracted periods of discomfort by 
getting it over with. The operation is a 
safe one. Recovery- from it is rapid and 
the results are gratifying.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Solar 
energy has moved out of the dark ages 
and into the demonstration stage, the 
experts say, but it is not yet cheap 
enough to compete with conventional 
fuels, 
“ Although solar energy Is being 
rapidly developed,” the Ohio Energy 
Emergency Commission said in its 
final report, “ (it) Mill have only 
negligible near term impact on the 
state’s energy picture. Solar tech­ 
nology will, however, have substantial 
future impact.” 
Gov, James A. Rhodes has also 
downplayed the application of power 
from the sun as a way out for gas- 
starved Ohio industries. Rhodes says 
Ohio’s climate is not conducive for 
wide scale use of solar energy, which is 
under serious experimentation in 
sunny southwestern states such as 
New Mexico. 
There are indications that solar 
power will eventually brighten the 
Ohio energy scene. 
A solar home operated by Ohio State 


Darbyville 


University at the state fairgrounds 
draws 55 per cent of its energy from 
the sun and could get up to 75 per cent 
with some improvements. 
The home works like this: 
Distilled water, piped through 
panels on the roof, is heated to 180 
degrees Farenheit by the sun and 
pumped into two 2,000 gallon storage 
tanks, which scientists call solar 
collectors. The tanks, located beneath 
the floor of the home, provide a heat 
source for a conventional forced air 
system. 
Experiments will be undertaken by 
the mechanical engineering depart­ 
ment at OSU to determine if air could 
bt' used as the transfer agent, rather 
than water heating panels, which are 
expensive. 
The OSU engineers conclude that 
savings of 55 per cent on home heating 
costs and 65 per cent on hot water costs 
would be possible at a home with a 
system similar to that at the research 
facility. But the initial investment in 
the system would run $7,000 to $10,000. 
Research is continuing on a solar air 
conditioning system, but “ to date 
results have been inconclusive as to 
cost savings,” OSU says. 


The scientists also point out solar 
homes will still require electric utility 
service since no economical recovery’ 
system has been developed to convert 
sunlight to electricity 
“ The economic feasibility of solar 
energy application in the commercial 
sector 
including multifamily 
housing and institutional buildings—is 
being demonstrated through several 
public and private programs,” the 
energy 
commission 
said. 
“ The 
economic feasibility of solar energy 
for the residential sector, with the 
possible exception of solar water 
heating, is questionable.'’ 
While we’re waiting for further 
technological developments in man's 
struggle to harness the sun. the energy 
commission recommends: 
- Continued demonstration of solar 
energy for heating, water heating and 
cooling in residential and commercial 
sectors. 
- Assessment of solar energy as a 
potential supplemental source for 
conversional of biological matter 
(waste) into hydrocarbon fuels. 
- Demonstration of the potential for 
solar energy “ as an onsite total energy 
alternative.”

last summer that in 1976 it will be ex­ 
panded to 20 colleges and universities 
in the six New England states. 
“From inquiries we have received it 
looks like Elderhostel could spread 
nationwide, but we’d like to see it 
administered on a regional level. 
There’s more control that way,” he 
said. 
The program is funded primarily 
through private and federal grants, 
but participants are required to pay a 
$50 per week fee. More than 300 per­ 
sons, ranging in age from 55 to 91, 
enrolled in the programs in New 
Hampshire last summer. Knowlton 
says 2,500 are expected in the regional 
programs. 
The hostels, Knowlton said, are 
designed to erase “one of the most 
despicable aspects of industrial 
society , the disturbing concept that 
people are all used up after age 65. 
“After that age people are faced 
abruptly 
and simultaneously 
with 
retirem ent, inadequate pensions, 
increased immobility and loss of 
friends,” 
Knowlton 
says. 
‘‘Our 
program is aimed at stimulating the 
elderly out of this agism trap.” 
In Elderhostel, each participating 
school sets aside for a designated 
portion of the sum m er standard 
dorm itory 
accomodations 
and 
provides each week a minimum of 
three oneweek courses. The courses 
are taught by regular faculty mem­ 
bers. 
“The courses are designed to help 
the elderly see themselves as related 
in a meaningful way to the course of 
the world,” Knowlton said. “We do not 
specify what courses be offered. Our 
only requirement is they be of good 
intellectual content.” 
One of the courses that schools are 
encouraged to offer is an oral history 
seminar in which participants in­ 
terview one another and discuss their 
recollections of events. 
One sem inar, which Knowlton 
describes with pride, turned out to 
have five participants with labor union 
backgrounds and a sixth who was an 
industrialist. Their memories of labor- 
management confrontations early in 
this century were preserved on tape. 
Paul A. Miller, a member of the 
Elderhostel board of directors, said 
the program combines 
“learning, 
working and leisure” and may help the 
elderly avoid emotional and in­ 
tellectual stagnation. 
“I don’t believe the way we handle 
retirement in society is a workable 
concept,” Miller, president of the 
Rochester Institute of Technology, 
says. “ It seems to me that the schools 
and colleges have done precious little 
in extending their resources to the 
older people.”

JFK Library 
Site Chosen 


BOSTON (AP) 
President John F 
Kennedy was a public man who loved 
the sea. For those reasons, and others, 
the John F. Kennedy Ijbrary and 
Museum will be built at the University 
of Massachusetts campus on Boston 
Harbor. 
There had been plans to build the 
Kennedy library and Museum near 
H arvard 
U niversity, 
the 
late 
president’s alma m ater, but the ob­ 
jections of local residents scuttled 
those plans. 
Sen. Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass., 
told a news conference Monday the 
University of Massachusetts site was 
the unanimous choice of the Kennedy 
family and trustees of the libran 
corporation. 
“ President Kennedy was very much 
a public man and a public figure, he 
said. 
"It 
is appropriate that the 
museum and archives that bear his 
name be housed in a public place." 
He said the school’s site on Boston 
Harbor was important to the family 
and the trustees in view of John F. 
Kennedy’s close association with the 
sea during his lifetime. 
One re­ 
quirement, he said, was the building be 
"as close to the water as possible.” 
The decision ended 12 years of 
squabbling and threatened legal ac­ 
tion. Kennedy said the tru stees 
abandoned the Cambridge, Mass., site 
near Harvard because “a small and 
vociferous group was prepared to 
entangle the corporation ad infinitum 
in the courts.” 
Community groups in Cambridge*, 
across the Charles River from Boston, 
had complained the museum would 
draw up to one million persons an­ 
nually into the already congested area, 
adding

Food Aid 
Bill Passes 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Senate and 
House conferees, in approving a $3.4 
billion, 27-month foreign economic and 
food aid bill, are calling for govern­ 
ment assurances that the aid will go to 
needy people. 
The bill, approved last week by the 
conferees, will be presented to the full 
House and Senate for final approval 
after the Thanksgiving Day recess. 
It strips $450 million from President 
Ford’s budget request and includes a 
provision that the aid be prohibited to 
countries that flagrantly violate the 
human rights of their citizens, unless 
U.S. officials can satisfy Congress that 
the benefits of the aid programs will 
reach needy people. 
The conferees agreed to language 
requiring that at least 75 per cent of the 
estimated $876.4 million available for 
Food for Peace credit sales go to coun­ 
tries with per capita gross national 
product of $300 a year or less. The 
Senate had voted to earmark at least 
80 per cent of the food supply program 
to countries w ith $250 or less per year 
in per capita gross national product.

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - If 
cheating at cards is your game, you 
may already be listed in a little-known 
“ black book” used in efforts to curb 
losses of millions of dollars yearly in 
Nevada casinos. 
The book is the work of a private 
detective who won’t talk about it, and 
is different than the state’s official 
“ black book” of underworld types 
barred from casinos. 
The state’s book is aimed at keeping 
out unsavory types who might try to 
muscle in on club management. 
The private “ black book” is literally 
a handy reference manual on known or 
suspected slot “ mechanics,” card or 
dice cheaters, gambling chip thieves 
and others who use tricks to increase 
their odds of winning at gambling. 


In most cases, the book furnishes a 
photograph, physical description and 
method of operation of each person 
listed. Other details can include the 
type of car the person uses, and names 
of any known associates. 
The book is about four inches thick 
and is crammed with hundreds of 
names and photographs that can be 
checked quickly when club managers 
spot suspicious activity. 
Names in the book can also be 
checked against names of applicants 
for jobs. If either job hunters or 
suspicious characters are listed, 
they’re likely to be booted out promp­ 
tly- 
Bob Griffin, a former Clark County 
sheriff’s officer, started the book about 
nine years ago as part of his private 


detective agency services. He sells the 
book at a rate which can top $1,000 a 
month to casinos throughout Nevada. 
Griffin declined to comment on the 
book. He said he considers it con­ 
fidential and didn’t want any publicity 
on it. 
Griffin’s 
publication 
has 
caused 
some court hassles. Former state 
Gaming Commissioner Frank Schreck 
said recently that use of the book 
raised questions about civil liberties of

Dew itt And Veeck 
Claim White Sox 


C IN C IN N A TI (AP)—B ill D ew itt 
says he doesn’t expect to make a lot of 
money, “ but it will b«a lot of fun” in 
his new position as a major investor in 
the Chicago White Sox. 
Dewitt, now 73-years-old, has held 
executive positions with five major 
league baseball teams in the past 50 
years and during his career he has 
been associated with teams that won 
nine major league pennants. 
He now has been lured out of 
retirement from baseball, where he 
has been since 1967, by Bill Veeck. who 
previously 
worked 
m iracles 
in 
Chicago. 
“ It’s going to take a promoter like 
Veeck to get people out to Comiskey 
Park. He’s the type of guy who stirs up 
a lot of excitement,” said Dewitt 
Monday. 
Dewitt said he will be an investor 
only and not actively engaged in the 
day-to-day duties despite his title as 
board chairman of the new group 
which has purchased the White Sox. 
me American league nas not yet 
given approval of the sale of the White 
Sox to Veek, but is expected to do so 
when it meets at Cleveland Dec. 3. 
“ It sounded like a good investment, 
and I'm always interested in good 
deals," said Dewitt, who was given his 
first baseball job in 1916 by the leg­ 
endary Branch Rickey. 
He held previous management jobs 
with the St. Louis Browns, which he 
sold to Veeck in 1951; the St. Louis 
Cardinals, the New York Yankees, 
Detroit Tigers and the Cincinnati 
Reds, which he sold in 1967. 
“ I sold the Reds because I didn’t 
want to sign a 40-year unconditional 
lease of Riverfront Stadium without an 
escape clause,” he said. 
“ The guts of this world cham­ 
pionship team was signed by our 
organization or obtained through 


trades of players we had here. We 
bought Tony Perez, drafted Gary 
Nolan and Johnny Bench.” 
Dewitt has also been the driving 
force behind placing a pro hockey 
franchise here this year. His son, Bill 
Jr., heads a group which helped build 
the $20 million Riverfront Coliseum 
and lured a world Hockey Association 
team here.
